Movement to Exempt the Active Mem- 


bers of Teams From the Fees

STRENUOUS EFFORTS OF BREW- 
ERS TO HAVE IT REMOVED. 


Hpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Brewers have 
Swooped jlown on Congress and their great 
power is apparent. They want $33,000,000 in 
beer stamp taxes wiped out and they will 
probably succeed in knocking out a re 
part of it if not all. The pot ‘ney of bee 
makers is shown in the strenuousness wit! a 
which they have demoralized the bill care 
fully perfected by the majority of the ways 
and means committee over a week ago, be- 
fore other interests than those of the pub- 
vs at large had been taken into consr fora- 
tion. 

When the majority began its labors early 
last month it announced with emphatic 
positiveness ihat hearings would no 
granted, »riefs would not be received, and 
its work would be pursued wholly free front 
prejudiced representations A bill was 
mapped cut cutting off $30,000,000, but none of 
it was to come off of beer. 

The brewers’ demand is for the abolition 
of the entire war tax on beer. The eom- 
mittee saw at onc» that no _ legisiation 
could probably be >a that did not curtail 
that feature, of tin> aw They were firm'y 
Eapeses to/cling °o very provision of the 
bill they nad already per fected and decided 
that it would be possible safely to reduce 
the receipts by $45,000,009, so that about half 
the relief asked by the brewers might be 
secured. The brewing representatives are 
credited today with having spurned 
compromise and insisted on the swe eping 
reduction and with having 
alternative of no bill or no beer tax. 

The decision concerning beer was arrived 
at after some division and by a 
vote. It was first attempted to make the 
reduction on fea, but this was not cegn- 
curred in, and the question recurring ‘to 
beer, the reduction was decided upon. The 
stamp taxes were almost entirely wiped 
Out, with the exception of the stamp tax 
on stocks. 

Members of the ways and means commit- 
tee estimate the°aggregate reductions of 
the bill as framed at $40,000,000. The reduc- 
tin on beer is understood to be by maktng 
the rebate 20 per cent instead of Tio per cent, 
The'2) per cent rebate on $2 per barrel would 
be 40 cents, making the new tax $1.60.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The committee 
on revision of the creed of the Presbyteri- 
an Church of the North is in session in 
this city and over 1,000,000 followers of Cal- 
vin are watching with eager interest the 
result of the deliberations. 

The committee consists of Dr. Merrick 
Johnson, Charles A. Dickey, Samuel J. Nic- 
colls, Daniel W. Fisher, William McKib- 
bin, George B. Stewart, Samuel P. Sprecher, 
Henry Van Dyke, Benjamin Harrison, John 
M. Harlan, Daniel R. Noyes, E. W. C. 
Humphrey, William R. Crabbe, John E. Par- 
sons, Elisha A. Fraser. 

Doctor William Henry Roberts of Phila- 
delphia, stated clerk of the general assem- 
bly, is acting as secretary of the commit- 
tee. 

It is probable that a recommendation wiil
